Princess deal kaput

BS Paisley’s bid to buy the 
Princess Theatre from the Old 
Strathcona Foundation has col- 
lapsed. And although he claims that 
it will still be business as usual, the 
Status of the repertory cinema on 
Whyte hangs in the balance 

“In light of what has happened, 
we're doing our best,” said Paisley, 
the theatre's director. “The Old 
Strathcona Foundation and myself 
are trying to preserve the long-term 
future of the theatre.” 

Paisley had hoped that a bank 
would approve a $650,000 loan to 
seal the agreement. But because of 
the upgrading stipulations attached 
to the 80-year-old historical land- 
mark, the deal fell through on 
Tuesday 

The proposed agreement includ- 
ed maintaining the Princess as a 
movie theatre for the next three 
years and that renovations would 
take place during that time. Paisley 
had no problems with those re- 
quirements 

“I wanted the conditions on as 
well, so we're in agreement on 
this,” he said. “The problem is to 
preserve the long-term integrity of 
the building and the business.” 

Paisley added that the unpre- 


dictable nature of the film 
industry also made bankers 
nervous 


The movie business itself obvi- 
ously ts something that’s in a 
constant state of flux, so I guess it’s 
hard for a bank to look at that and 
say, ‘Hey, that's secure.’ We wanta 
hell of a lot of security.” 

Although Paisley did not discuss 
other options, he still intends to

strike a single-propreitorship deal. 

“Il came into this with no part- 
ners. I have no intention of getting 
partners. I'm trying to put the deal 
together myself.” 

Paisley, who first reached noto- 
riety when he founded the Fringe 
Festival in 1981, believes that pri- 
vate ownership is in the theatre's 
best interests 

“You have to have the day-to-day 
hands-on operations of the busi- 
ness,” he said. “You have be 
responsive to a business that’s 
changing radically. You have to be 
responsive to a marketplace that’s 
changed considerably in the last 
five to 10 years. To do that from a 
non-profit board volunteer level is 
extremely difficult. So, I think it's 
better held in private hands. 

“But at the same time, I think 
the kind of caveats that the Old 
Strathcona Foundation is putting 
on are correct ones, and indeed 
should be there. So it’s a ques- 
tion of trying to mesh all of those 
requirements with a price that 
makes sense. Obviously, the banks 
are saying this doesn’t makes 
sense. That's too bad, but that’s 
the way it is, so it’s back to the 
drawing board.” 

The board of the Old Strathco- 
na Foundation will meet 
January to plot strategy. The Foun-

_dation, whose annual civic grant 


of $100,000 will run out in 1996, 
would have taken $344,000 after 
the sale.

| am outraged by an article that ap- 
peared in the SEE Magazine issue #58, 
volume 4, number 22, entitled “Streit 
New York Bound.” | find the media’s 
glorification of the modelling industry 
ignorant and appalling, and | was sur- 
prised that SEE Magazine would use 
this subject matter for an article. 

My outrage at this article is gener- 
ated by my general outrage for the 
treatment of women in society. The 
efforts of others to eradicate the ex- 
ploitation of the female body seem 
futile when a magazine like SEE, which 
| thought to be contemporary in its 
views, publishes a story honoring the 
modelling industry. 

The nature and integrity of the 
modelling industry deserves to be 
questioned. Perpetuating the narcis- 
sistic image, the modelling industry 
only impels women to feel inadequate 
about their bodies. It is the root of 
women’s negative perception of their 
selves, and consequently, the genesis 
of eating disorders and their subjuga- 
tion in social relationships. It 
represents women's confinement to 
their bodies throughout the centu- 
ries in philosophy, discourse and faith. 
It establishes that women are to be 
appreciated solely for their bodies, as 
objects of beauty and men's desire. 

While some see the modelling in- 
dustry as only an industry that exists 
independent of society's perception 
of women, we must remind them that 
it is an industry that extracts millions 
of dollars from exploiting the female 
body. Society is never independent of 
outside forces. In essence, the model- 
ling industry is a statement of the 
status of women in society. 

It is damaging that women are still 
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making professions out of their exter- 
nal appearances. Not only does it reflect 
that the association of women with 
their bodies still persists, but it keeps 
the patriarchal structure intact. This is 
why | am disturbed when | open a maga- 
zine and see a young man, like Kelly Streit, 
making a substantial sum of money from 
decorating women to adhere to the de- 
fined standard of beauty. This is true for all 
individuals who participate in this industry 
- including female model scouts and the 
models, themselves, who are ignorant of 
the fact that they are perpetuating the 
oppression of women. 

What does this say for our society 
when a young woman is brought up 
with a standard of beauty shoved in her 
face and if she can fulfill this standard, is 
idealized as a goddess? Surely it indi- 
cates that society has a odd sense of 
priorities and values. How are women 
who attend academic institutions with 
the goal of someday achieving equality 
and being admired for their intelligence 
supposed to fight society’s perception 
of women as objects of desire? 

For these reasons, | cannot even ex- 
press my displeasure of SEE Magazine 
running an article that promotes such an 
industry. Your integrity is very much in 
question; | do hope that you will begin to 
approach your subject matter with more 
sense and deliberation.

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Canadian Women: not just a special interest group 


Forced to work for low pay, often 
in dangerous situations, Cana- 
dian women are branded as a 
“special interest group” when they 
call for better working condi- 
tions. 

Meanwhile, the anti-gun con- 
trol lobby, a small but vocal 
minority, makes the federal gov- 
ernment dance to its tune. As Pam 
Barrett points out, all of this be- 
comes sad and unnecessary when 
a Taber women working for $6 
an hour during the late-shift in 
an all-night convenience store is 
abducted and shot. 


A single parent with one child 
needed to work 41 hours per 
week at the minimum wage Co just 
barely stay above the poverty line 
18 years ago. 

Today, that same parent needs 
to work 73 hours a week to accom- 
plish this minor miracle. 

Most single parents are women. 

Think about that for a moment. 
What does this new reality say about 
the value paid to women in the 
workforce? 

Now consider this: according to 
Statistics Canada, if married wom- 
en did not work at paid jobs, the 
number of famities-living in pover- 
ty would almost double.

So let me ask you this: do you 
believe in equality for women? 

Does anyone who believes in 
equality for women constitute a 
special interest group? Can 
those who speak for half the 
population be reasonably de- 
scribed as representing a special 
interest? 

In political science parlance, spe- 
cial interest groups are defined as 
those who speak on behalf of a 
minority, and whose interests are 
not public interests. Adoveates de- 
fine public interests as being in the 
best interests of society, not simply 
to serve those who speak of partic- 
ular interests. 


A’ of which brings us to the gun- 
control lobby. 

Since the federal government 
introduced new gun control legis- 
lation, the weapon-bearing 
component of our society has man- 
aged to get front-page attention. 

Some 25 per cent of Canadian 
households apparently contain fire- 
arms. Most are rural residents, who 
own long-arms, which are not read- 
ily concealable. 

It is the easily concealed fire- 
arms which are of the greatest 
concern to the majority of Canadi- 
ans, who support a national 
firearms registry. 

Just suppose half of those peo- 
ple in Canada whose households 
contain firearms are anti-gun con- 
trol advocates. The number of those 
advocates is then reduced to 12.5 
per cent of Car adians. 


monitor the offensive.

The opponents of the gun con- 
trol measures, who are by any 
standards a minority, are all too 
often the same people who argue 
that special interest groups have 
too much clout in our society 

So why is Alberta's largest major- 
ity not being heard? Let me give 
you an example. 

Alberta nurses number some 
21,600. Many have already lost their 
jobs to lower-paid, not-as-well- 
trained “partners”, whose incomes 
will be about half of those earned 
by Registered Nurses 

Many more RNs will meet this 
fate, despite their sophisticated 
training and knowledge, and the 
public need for their expertise 

Quick test: how many male nurs- 
es do you know? Compared to how 
many women nurses you know? The 
profession is dominated by wom- 
en. Is it a coincidence that it is 
women’s jobs which are being de- 
valued? 

Let's talk about the recent mur- 
der of a Taber woman, Eileen 
McCoy. Why was the victim a wom- 
an working the late shift? Alone? 

The Edmonton Journal recently 
reported that 95 per cent of a con- 
venience store chain's employees are 
women—working around the clock. 
For between $6 and $7 an hour 

The chain's owner said men told 
him they won't take these low-pay- 
ing jobs.

Among many other groups, the 
Canadian Chamber of Commerce 
has argued loud and long for the 
federal government to stop fund- 
ing special special interest groups 
The CCC calls it a deficit-cutting 
measure 

One would guess the CCC 
doesn’t take federal handouts, 
right? Wrong. How about $4.8 mil- 
lion last year? 

That's the reality 

More than twice as much as all 
those “special interest groups” 
combined! 

So, let's stop the finger point- 
ing and get back to the facts 
Women's earnings, and conse- 
quently pensions—if they are 
lucky enough to get a company 
pension—are dismally low com- 
pared to men’s 

This systematic inequality can be

were very friendly after that.

Daniels says Kidder had all the 
contacts. Through Kidder, they 
got in touch with all the major 
collectors as well as photogra- 
phers of Monroe. Together, they 
managed to gather 600 Monroe 
covers, which they then cut down 
to the number in the book 

People have collected Monroe 
memorabilia since she became a 
Hollywood star in the 1950s, says 
Daniels. He estimates there are 
around 4,500 serious collectors 
of Monroe items globally 


$80,000 dress 


Daniels says Monroe collecta- 
bles include everything from the 
cars she drove to the dresses she 
wore. In Las Vegas, Daniels spot- 
ted the dress Monroe wore in The 
River of No Return, a film shot in 
Jasper in 1954. The asking price 
for the dress is $80,000.

M embers of the theatre commu 
nity were happy that Edmonton 
will finally get an arts council to distrib- 
ute funding and encourage private 
investment for local arts groups 

“I think it’s absolutely wonder- 
ful,” said David Hennessey, Theatre 
Network's artistic director. “I want 
to make sure that Ald. Bruce Camp- 
bell gets everything he ever wanted 
for Christmas this year, and Sheila 
McKay as well.” 

Last week, city council approved 
the establishment of the Edmonton 
Arts Council, which initially did 
not meet majority approval in city 
hall chambers. Ald. McKay was able 
to amend the recommendation so 
that it would operate as a one-year 
pilot project. That enticed Ald. 
Campbell to switch his vote, 7-6 in 
favor of the project 

Many theatre group representa- 
tives were encouraged by the 
diligence on behalf of some alder- 
men to push the proposal through 
“I'm pleased that certain council- 
lors persevered and were at least 
willing to try it for a trial basis,” 
said Don Kugler, Northern Light 
Theatre’s artistic director 

Council will meet in March to 







determine how much funding the 
EAC That 
Workshop West's artistic director 
David Mann 

“Having the arts council in place 


will receive concerns 


but having exactly the same dollars 
to distribute isn’t going to make a 
huge difference to the arts organi 
zations in the city,” he said. “Even 
doubling it would not make a sig- 
nificant ripple outside the arts 
community, but it would make a 
huge difference to us.” 

Last year, the city’s Parks, Recrea- 
tion and Cultural Advisory Board and 
Parks and Recreation Department gave 
out $1.8 million in grants to the arts 
community. Hennessey stated that the 
money his theatre company received 
was proportionate to one-half ofone 
cent per city taxpayer 

“We're notan extravagant bunch 
of people or 4 bunch of flaky art- 
ists,” he said

Princess Caraboo could be “a great date 
movie” or “utterly. charming,” but it is 
not what it would also like to be: rel- 
evant. Described as a “romantic and 
comic film based on a true story” (as ifa 
“true story” somehow validates it), 
Caraboo also veers toward commentary 
on the inequities between the aristoc- 
racy and the poor in England in the early 
19th century. During that era, strict laws 
were passed to keep vagrants in the 
gaols, while the noose waited for those 
peasants who committed fraud. ButPrin- 
cess Caraboo is better left alone as a 
flawed romanticcomedy: it attempts and 
fails at social commentary because the 
film is much too enchanted with its own 
cleverness.Caraboo’smeagre social com- 
mentary is merely peripatetic, a decora- 
tive device manipulated to create suffi- 
cient dramatic tension and release for the 
romantic couple which graces the film's 
improbable but happy ending. 

The story is based on an incident

Friday, 1817. A young woman (Phoebe 
Cates, wearing a turban) arrives myste- 
riously in an English village. She is tried 
as a vagrant, but attracts considerable 
attention with her apparently religious 
rituals and prayers, her strange language 
and clothing, her aversion to meat, and 
her beauty. Eventually, she gains the favor 
of aristocrats and academics, and her pic- 
ture and her story is printed in all the local 
newspapers before her secret is revealed. 
One journalist, John Gutch (Stephen 
Rea), is particularly fascinated with this 
mysterious and exotic woman and, pre- 
dictably, he falls in love with her. 
Princess Caraboo has its moments of 
cleverness and romantic foolishness, 
but the far more interesting subtext 
concerning a young woman’s radical 
motivations and the dire consequences 
she must face in this society is sub- 
verted—her outrageous imagination is 
simply added to her abundant list of 
charms. If Princess Caraboo is intended 
to be a satire, it lacks the depth and 
subtlety of satire.

Closer to home 


Maclean has now quit his day job 
to build a Canadian festival in the 
image of South by Southwest. Dur- 
ing June 15-17, the city of Toronto 
will be host to North by Northwest, 
which will consolidate Maclean's 
efforts in a fashion much closer to 
home. “Instead of taking Canadian 
talent all over the world, we'll bring 
the world to Toronto.” 

South by Southwest has im- 
pressed Maclean, amongst others,

Banner year 


This spring was a banner year for 
the Canadian branch of the confer- 
ence. Moist and the now-gone-bust 
Lowest of the Low and over a dozen 
others made Austin's 800-capacity 
Ritz club one of the most-attended 
venues of SXSW, galvanizing Ma- 
clean’s decision to repeat history 
north of the border 

To that end, Maclean assembled 
a powerful consortium of four, in- 
cluding himself; Yvonne Matsel, 
manager of Queen Street clubs the 
Horseshoe and Ultrasound; Derek 
Andrews, owner of Toronto club, 
The Harbourfront; and Michael 
Hollet, editor of Now Magazine 

“We have four areas covered,” 
quips Maclean, “music, music, 
music, and press.” 

The press aspect of the team isa 
strategic advantage Maclean intends 
to use to full effect. Alternative 
weeklies across Canada and down 
into the States have been rallied to 
the cause of promoting the festival 
from their own regional angle 

“Perhaps they can sponsor bands 
in their own local areas. It’s great 
to have them involved. It’s the al- 
ternative weeklies that know what's 
happening in music.”

Decent treatment 


“We want to treat bands well: 
good P.R., good venues, good pro- 
motion. We'll keep it to 40-minute 
sets on the hour, no exceptions. Nine 
o'clock on Friday is Nine o'clock on 
Friday.” (Translation: it’s okay to tell 
that Sony rep your band's on at 9:00 
sharp at the Horseshoe) 

The plan is for there to be 20 
active venues — all of them local 
clubs — which makes capacity for 
the three nights around 18,000. 
Audiences will be wearing all-ac- 
cess wristbands, for which Maclean 
would like to keep the price rea- 
sonable. “We want to create a strong 
music fan base: keep the price low 
and make sure wherever they go, 
the music is top-notch.” 

Packed houses will draw indus- 
try — all-important for an event 
that is based on talent, not celebri- 
y. “We're not building this festival 
on big names, we're creating 
names.” Although, he says, it would 
be interesting to have celebrity cam- 
eos in odd spots — he cites a 5:00 
appearance by Johnny Cash at 
Sxsw 

Maclean is convinced that NXNE 
will draw industry on its own steam. 
“Oh yeah, they'll come. Toronto’sa 
great city. People come up here 
already to see Canadian bands.”

“I'd like this conference to be 
populist, accesssible — not an elit- 
ist thing. It won'tjust be executives 
sitting ona panel talking. I'd like itto 
be interactive, more one-on-one.” 

One-on-one ina very literal sense, 
if Maclean has his way. Being ban- 
died about is the idea of a mentor 
program, in which “celebrity” men- 
tors would be available (musicians 
and managers) for one-on-one 
counselling sessions. Some possi- 
ble mentors have expressed 
interest. 

“I'd like the conference to be 
fun, hopefully some of it entertain- 
ing.”

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Keeping up with mum Jones

ick Jones is one evasive bloke 
Just when you think you've 

got him pinned down in an inter- 
view, somehow he's able to pull 
your legs out from underneath and 
flip you onto your keister. Like Jean 
Chretien, a master at wriggling out 
ofuncomfortable political corners, 
Jones is quite the artful dodger. 

Sure, you can start off by sch- 
moozing him all you want about 
Higher Power, the latest album by 
his group Big Audio. But when you 
set the Brit musician up for a frontal 
assault in getting him to talk about 
The Clash, his biggest claim to fame, 
Jones already has his mental reserve 
forces hunkered down in the trench- 
es, awaiting such a verbal ambush. 

“I sort have come to terms with 
all that,” said Jones about the lega- 
cy of the ground-breaking, 
punk-oriented act from the ‘70s 
and ‘80s. “The music reflected the 
times in which it was made. This is 
now and that was then.” 

So much for a frontlines per- 
spective on one of the greatest 
musical acts ever. 


Punk backlash 


For those who believe that the 
mosh pit was invented in Seattle 
five years ago, The Clash, formed in 
London in 1976, was part of an 
underground punk backlash against 
corporate rock's conspicuous insip- 
idity and the social impoverishment 
created by the hawkish Thatcher gov- 
ernment. Unlike the self-destructive 
thrash of the their headline-grab- 
bing peers, The Sex Pistols, The 

lash were a bit'moreé subtle in 
their defiance. On albums likeGive 
‘Em Enough Rope andSandinista!, 
they mixed socialist anthems with 
driving rhythm guitar and reggae- 
influenced backbeats that helped 
boost the popularity of the equally 
politically-cognizant ska movement 
in Britain. 

Although their 1980-released 
magnum opusLondon Calling will 
probably wind up being recognized 
as one of the greatest contributions 
to 20th century pop culture, the 
mainstream will probably remem- 
ber them best for “Rock the Casbah” 
and “Should I Stay Or Should I Go,” 
from 1982’s Combat Rock, the last 
album that Jones would ever record 
with The Clash. (A few years later, 
some survivors reunited to record 
the ill-fated CD Cut the Crap.) 

Big Audio's background is no- 


where near as notorious as that of _ 


The Clash, but after 10 years sand a 

couple of derivative name changes, 

it’s a much healthier band on the 
the studio, said anes. 

n trying to enjoy myself much 


mo. e now,” he said oa Greene 
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es much better now, so I'll try to 
remember them more next time.” 

He even recalled a Clash con- 
cert, performed in Edmonton's 
barn-like Kinsmen Fieldhouse back 
in 1982. “I remember it was very 
cold,” he laughed. 

Jones still lives in London, where 
Big Audio (formerly Big Audio Dy- 
namite and Big Audio Dynamite ID) 
enjoys their largest fan base. But 
their latest name change was more 
ofa gesture towards avid followers 
ina northern community than any- 
thing else 

“It was by way of a tribute to the 
people of Liverpool, who called us 
Big Audio first,” said Jones. “It's 
sort of our second city, you know, 
where we are most popular after 
London.” 


Worldwide support 


They've had enough worldwide 
support to sustain their decidedly 
dance-oriented format over the last 
decade, but the unconverted would 
have a difficult time adjusting to 
Jones’ blurred focus. Unlike The 
Clash’s militant pleas for direct ac- 
tion, Big Audio’s new album Higher 
Power shifts from dance and rock 
styles to more traditional folk and 
new age creations. With television 
blipverts sandwiching each entry ala 
The Who Sell Out, it’s all over the 
map, musically. 

“We haven't gota map, actually,” 
laughed Jones. “We just make it up 
as we go along. The songs are writ- 
ten beforehand; we just sort of 
instinctively do everything else.” 

The haphazard eclecticism of- 
fered on Higher Power, said Jones, 
is a reflection of his efforts to keep 
up with the music industry's chang-

collector, Jones makes it a point to 
buy one new record a week 

“I’ve always been taking in what's 
going on around you and highlight- 
ing that in some way,” 
whose latestacquisitions include CDs 
by Oasis and Green Day.

[like to have some kind of depth and 
some continuity of ideas.” 

Jones claimed that those ideas 
successfully make the transition 
from studio to stage

Extra wildness 


“Quite a lot of it plus, plus some 
extra uncontrolled wildness,” said 
Jones, who shares guitar duties with 
Nick Hawkins. Bassist Gary Ston- 
adge, keyboardist Andre Shapps 
and former Sigue Sigue Sputnik 
drummer Chris Kavanagh also play 
in the line-up 

“Also, we've got a deejay (Lord 
Zonka) and he kind of integrates 
all our stuff and plays in between 
And then sometimes we play what 
he’s playing. We've got all these 
guys in white coats behind the stage, 
and they're all wandering around 
like Cape Canaveral.” 

There’s enough bells and whis- 
tles going on in the Big Audio 
creative department to distance 
Jones from memories of The Clash, 
even though wags constantly pipe 
up about an impending reunion. 
Joe Strummer, his former co-hort 
from Clash days, worked with him 
on the 1986 outing No. 10 Upping 
Street, but there's been no other 
hint of such a rejuvenation since. 

Jones is justas tight-lipped about 
his own-future. 

“It's still an ongoing process for 
me,” is all he will say. 

Damn.

Jammies' Vitalogy is hardly a prize oyster 


PEARL JAM 
Vitalogy 
(Sony) 


“There are various names given to the 
unnatural and degrading vice of producing 
venereal excitment by the hand, or other 
means...” 

The above quote is from the disc's 
liner notes, and you have to wonder if it 
was a reference to the music’s masturba- 
tory quality 

Don’tget me wrong. Few people groove 
to the P-Jammers more religously than me. 
What makes Ten one of the most listened- 
to discs in my collection is its melodic, 
crunching neo-pyschedelia. What one gets 
in Vitology is a collection of disjointed, half- 
finished songs. One of them — “Bugs” — 
has Eddie Vedder having a conversation 
with himself about the hoards of insects 
that surround him, and then lists the vari- 
ous methods of cooking them, and all the 
while Vedder makes an accordion moan 
and retch. Not only does it sound like my 
Uncle Don getting into the brown acid at 
my cousin’s wedding, bur it also sounds 
more like a cry for help thanan actual song 

And influences clearly come through 
The beginning of “Last Exit” sounds a lot 
like early Kiss, one can hear Motorhead in 
“Spin the Black Circle” and there are 
snatches of The Sex Pistols in “Corduroy.” 

Luckily, there are some good tunes on 
thisalbum, like “Satan’s Bed,” “Better Man” 
and “Whipping.” All one has to do is sift out 
the gritty turds and the kitty litter is good 
for yet another week. So, what's getting the 
air-play?? Gawd awful “Tremor Christ!” 

Atleast the disc jacket tries to provide 
a unifying theme to the music. Looking 
like a leather-bound medical book from 
the turn of the century, it presents a 
chilling lack of insight on mental illness 
and human sexuality 

For the hardcore Pearl Jam can accept 
the band taking any direction that they 
please, this may be just what the doctor 
ordered. Vedder once commented that 
he hates all the fame he and his band have 
been attracting. On the other hand, this 
album may cure Vedder and Co. of this 
affliction.

Now that Sawyer Brown has replaced Ala- 
bama as the most overhyped country band 
to ever saunter into Tennessee Toonland, 
Alabama's third anthology can be chalked 
up as a probable last stab at waving the 
Confederate colors. Never a group to dig 
intense meanings into their material (and | 
bet you'd be hard-pressed to find a few 
sagebrush strummers who do), Alabama 
was a quartet that, with some help from 
Kenny and Dolly, managed to sprinkle a 
dash of rhinestones into the face of 
Opryland, and thus give rise to the super- 
country movement in the late 70s. Their 
trite-makes-right formula seldom made 
wayes in the pop market, but despite (or 
more appropriately, because of) their live, 
rock-oriented grandstanding, they did help 
country become the force majeur that it is 
today. Masters at posturing, Alabama in 
their prime held the detonator that ignited 
the current explosion. 

Garth Brooks was probably one of Ala- 
bama’s most ardent students. Either that, 
or the former rocker, who once covered 
Queen classics in bar bands, found out that

rounding the controversy died down. He 
even garnered sympathy during a Barbara 
Walters interview when he tearfully admit- 
ted to his past infidelities. People instantly 
saw beyond those ill-fitting outfits (that 
looked like they were rejected from the 
wardrobe department of the starship En- 
terprise) and the glitzy stage shows to 
discover the vulnerability underneath. But, 
despite his supposed sincerity, Brooks has 
never really impressed this scribe in terms 
of originality.

Ever since the Dark Ages (the '70s) when 
rock and roll became a viable career op- 
tion, we consumers have been faced witha 
veritable glut of releases to choose from. 
Sorting the wheat from the chaff is subjec- 
tive at best, but after a while, good playing 
only goes a certain distance. Eventually, 
what is required is some kind of angle, 
whether it comes from influences or just 
plain personal observation. Instead of in- 
venting (or even interpreting) a unique 
ripple no matter how paltry, Dink instead 
fall into a rather indistinguishable grey area 
somewhere between the Screaming Blue 
Messiah’s Totally Religious and Belfagore’s 
eponymous debut LP. Although Dink gen- 
erate a certain amount of energy (and the 
snarky sound bytes between tracks are fun), 
if you happen to own one of the aforemen- 
tioned discs, you don’t need this one. 
Another of the seemingly thousands of 
erzatz-industrial/grunge bands around these 
days, Compulsion appear to be some kind 
of regional phenomena (presumeably 
there's a state-to-state signing quota going 
oninthe U.S. rightnow), whoare hoping to 
grab a bit of the gusto as the “Epitaph 
Records” sound slowly goes global. Unfor- 
tunately, despite their frenetic flailing, they 
come off as too harsh for pop and too 
melodic to be considered harsh.
